Since 
York has been confined to his room 
no one but two or three attendants have 
come in contact with him, ‘These have 
been disinfected and vaccinated and will 
be kept under surveillance for the next 
two weeks, 

The patient has been removed to the 
Isolation tent near the Isolation hospital. 
How us the case is cannot yet 
told as it is only in its earliest stages. 
The victim has not been vaccinated since 
hildhecd and at that time the vaccine 
lid not take well. Where he contracted 
the disease is unknown. He has lived jin 
the city centinuously for the past three 
weeks and during that period must have 
eome in contact with some person expos- 
ed to the disease, 

There are now between 40 and 50 peo-

FARMERS FIGHT BOTH 
C.P.R. AND ELEVATORS 


In Southern Alberta, at the Largest 
Grain Shipping Points in the Do- 
minion, the Farmers are Con- 
fronted by a Combination Which 
Prevents Them Securing Adequate 
Supply of Cars.

Cc. 8. of Claresholm, 


who has recently been appointed by 
the Alberta government to see that 
the farmers along the Calgary and 


Macleod line get their cars in accord. 
ance with the provisions of the Mani- 
toba Grain Act, is in the ¢ity today 
and has acquainted the Department 
of Agriculture with the serious situa- 
tion which confronts the farmers o/ 
that locality. 

In placing the situation before a 
Bulletin representative, Mr. Hotch- 
kiss dealt first with the magnitude of 
the grain shipments that are to be 
made this year.> About 1,200,000 
bushels of grain are ready to be ship- 
ped from Claresholm, 506,000 bushels 
from Staveley and 750,000 bushels 
from Granum. These are probably 
the largest grain shipping points in 
the Dominion. 

“Ts move this gratn 
Mr. Hotchkiss, “not more than 100 
cars have been supplied by the 
C.P.R. to Staveley and Granum and 
only about 300 cars to Claresholm. 
Two weeks ago cars were being sup- 
plied to the farmers at Claresholm 
at the rate of tliree per day and at 
Granum and Staveley at the rate of 
two per day.” 

armers Asked to Relinquish. 

“With this chronic condition of the 
traffie the elevator men at these sta- 
tions attempted to have “straw” men 
sign tp for cars and thus deprive the 
farmers cof this privilege under the 
Act. Failing in this, they tried te 
induce the farmers to give up their 
rights until the elevators could be 
cleared, claiming that this arrange- 
ment would be to the advantage of 
the small farmer, who has not enough 
grain to make up a earload, The 
farmers resisted the proposition at a 
meeting held at  Claresholm, and 
were indignant at the idea that the 
C.P.R. would offer to supply the ele- 
vators with more cars than” they 
could get. They denounced the pro- 
position as an attempt to abrogate the 
Manitoba Grain Act, which they 
value most highly. At the mecting 
it was shown that individugi ieimers 
have made as high as $160 per ca: by 
loading the grain themselves.

The returns today gave the 
Opposition three more while the gov- 
ernment got five and if the polis of 
Trinity and Placentia go as partial 
returns indicate the government will 
finish the day with thirteen seats to 
the opposition’s twelve. Thirteen 
more seats remain to be decided. 

The government wins today were St. 
John's East, where Kent, Shea and 
Dwyer were returned by majorities of 
nine hundred to five hundred, and 
Burin, where Mavey and Geargo are 
in by 130 and 98, St. John’s West has 
probably elected Sir Edward Morrie, 
leader of the opposition, and his col- 
leagues, Bennett and Kennedy, as 
they had a big lead at the last bulle- 
tin. In Placentia, Jackman, Sulli- 
van and Davis, government candi- 
dates ,have leads on every bulletin, 
while in Trinity, Cushue and M.Mille, 
government, and Watson, opposition, 
are leading.

GREAT NORTH LAND 


Jas. H. Cornwall Addresses Canadian 
Ciub in Calgary, Telling of the 
Ultimate Possibilities of the Mac- 
kenzie and Peace River Countries. 
Address is Heard by Interested 
Audience. 


Calgary, Nov. 4--At the Canadian 
luncheon yesterday Mr. J. K. Corn- 
wall, of Lesser Slave Lake, delivered 
a very interesting and instructive ad- 
dress on the great north land, which 
was greatly sppreciated by the mem- 
bers present, 

Mr. Cernwall has during the past 
few years made a special study of the 
resources and possibilities of the 
country along the Peace and Mac- 
kenzie rivers and spoke from a thor- 
ough knowledge of the country. 

His address cannot fail to have the 
effect of directing attention to the 
great country that lies in the northern 
portion of the provinee of Alberta and 
to the vast extent of territory that lies 
ta the north of the province. 

Mr. Cornwall illustrated his address 
by a map of the country which he 
described and his deseription way 
followed with interest by every one 
present, 

‘The following is a 
his speech :— 

‘Boundaries of North Land. 

The north land proper comprises all 
that portion of the country drained by 
the Mackenzie water shed, whieh 
flows east. and north into the Aretie 
eéean. The Mackenzie water ehed is 
niade up as follows :— 

Its most southern feeder is the Ath- 
nbasea river, which has its source in 
the Yellowhead Pass. and puts inte 
Athabasca lake. In its 1100 miles of 
length many rivers drain an immense 
arca_of country and empty their wat- 
ers into this lake. Lake Athabesea 
ik a lake about the same area as Lake 
Winnipeg, with but 2 feet difference

waters the Mississippi. This is 4 


rough outline of what is known as the 


North Land, 


As to the physical features of the 


country drained by this water shed 
and the natural resources of the coun- 


try. | will endeavor to give you some 


little information. The limited time 
at my disposal makes it impossible 
for me to go into a thorough and ex- 
tensive description. ‘ 
Not Uniike Southern Alberta. 

The North Land contains in part 
land similar to southern Alberta, It 
differs only in having many natural 
resources that are unknown in the 
suuthern part of the proyinee, It has 
timber, silver, gold and gypsum and 
some of these reseurces in great quan- 
tities. 

Its timber wealth is of very greatest 
importance in view of the very limit od 
amount of timber available in = the 
prairie provinces. Timber, in, all 
countries, as a subject, is taking up 
more economical thought than any 
other subject pertaining to the world’s 
natural resources. Dr. Judson Clark, 
speaking before the Canadian club in 
Guelph, Ont., on the 25th October, 
said that at the present moment the 
limit of the consumption of timber for 
commercial purposes had been reach- 
ed in proportion to the demand ar 
that the price must now advance, 
prohibiting its use to a large extent. 
Dr. Clark is head of the forestry de- 
partment in Bristish Columbia, was 
formerly in a similar office in Ontario 
He is recognized as one of the best in- 
formed authorities on standing timber 
in Canada. 

The president of the United States 
has appointed Mr. Gannett, the best 
authority on standing timber in th:
